government, the truth of which is suf 
ficiently attested by documentary evi- 
dences; in his opposition to the Civil 


Rights bill, while that measure 
Was pending; in his _ incapacity 
to protect the colored people 


of the South from repeated outrages; and 
in his poliey, which Mr. Boutwell recently 
announced in North Carolina, which ex- 
poses them to still farther outrages, by in- 
creasing the dissensions between whites 
and blacks. 

The colored men of this country have

TRUE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 7 

The Chicago Jimes, after chirrupping 
for Civil Service Reform in a lively man- 
ner, until we supposed it understood its 
subject, discovered, about the time Judge 
Davis failed of nomination at Cincinnati, 
that no Civil Service Keform was possi- 
ble; that each new, Administration, from 
Harrison to Grant, had gone into oflice 
under the same abuses of the Civil Ser- 
vice, had made the same promises to re- 
form them, and had ended in the same 
failure in this respect. It charges Senator 
Trumbull with coming forward with the 
“same old prescription,” save that now it 
is Elect Horace Greeley, whereas hereto- 
fore it was Elect somebody else. 

This asaumntion. is 
Mr. Greeley will be the first President ever 
elected onthe square issue of Civil Ser- 
vice Reform, or with any reference to that 
question. In previous campaigns, some 
slight abuse may have been referred io ; 
but Taylor, Pierce, and Buchavan were 
elected on the ground that the Union was 
to be saved by compromise with slavery, 
Lincoln on anti-slavery grounds, and 
Grant for his military success. Nor have 
like buses existed in previous Administra- 
tions as in Grant's. Andrew Johnson first 
attempted systematically to use the Gov- 
etrnment patronage as a corruption fund 
to bribe and bully Congressmen of his 
own party into snstaining his measures. 
it had never been done by any previous 
President, unless we except the few re- 
movals of anti- Nebraska Democrats made 
here and there by Buchanan, and, even 
then, Buchanan claimed to be carrying 
out the platform ot his party, and not his 
mere personal behests. 

From Washington to Jackson, the ap- 
pointments under the Government were 
not even used as party patronage at all, 
and removals were never made, even by 
an incoming Administration, except 
for personal demerit. Only about 
fifty removals in all were made during this 
entire forty years. From Jackson down 
to Andrew Johnson, appointments were 
used as party patronage, but not as Presi- 
dential perquisites. Kach party professed 
to distribute the patronage on party 
grounds, as a means to strengthen the as- 
cendency of their principles. The prac- 
tice was bad; but the motive had at least 
the pretence of patriotism. | : 

Johnson and Grant have alike used the 
appointing power as freely agninst Re- 
publicans who differed with the President 
on questions disputed between him and 
Congress as they could possibly have 
used it against Democrats. Grant 
has used it to pack 
his relatives, staff officers, gift-makers, 
convivial companions, and military pets 
into office, without regard to party or to 
their fitness for their. positions, but with 
exclusive reference to their relationship 
to himself. However unwise it may have 
been to give the spoils to a party, it was 
a far greater abuse to make them the per- 
sonal corruption fund of a President. The 
popular demand for Civil Service Reform, 
therefore, is evoked mainly by abuses 
which are peculiar to the last two 
texas. There is no serious difficulty 
in the way of Reform if we 
can elect an Administration and Congress 
who really desire Reform. The great 
point is to lessen the power of the Presi- 
dent and of Congressmen over appoiat- 
ments. The sham of Grant’s pretended 
Reform was, that he armed, through it, to 
shut off the influence of Congressmen, in 
order to make his own power the greater. 
All the power he took from them accrued 
to himself, and could be used to promote 
his own re-election and to reward his 
favorites, without regard to party or prin- 
ciple. It was denounced by his friends as 
a humbug, and such it was. 

The most radical prescription for the 
Reform of the Civil Service is found in 
Mr, Greeley’s letter to Carl Schutz, viz. :

The Legislature is now in session, and 
has received the result of the Committee's 
labors.

It provides that the State shall 
indorse the bonds of each new 
road for a certain amount 
per mile. The. indorsement reste 
on two conditions: It must not be given 
except on the certificate of the State En- 
gineer that a five or ten-mile section has 
been finished and equipped, and the com- 
pany must have actually invested the 
amount per mile for which the State in- 
dorses. These conditions guarantee the 
community from all losses, except by dis- 
honesty. The dishonesty of the Bullock 
Ring may be gauged by the losses it in- 
flicted on the people. First in order was 
the Brunswick & Albany Railroad job. 
This road was to be 243 miles long, and 
had a promised indorsement of $15,000 a 
mile, to be given on the completion of ten- 
mile sections. The whole amount author- 
ized would, thesefore, be 83,645,000. 
fore it was half ünished, bonds to the 
amount & $5,000,000 had been issued by 
the Company, indorsed by Governor 
Bullock and the Secretary of State, and 
negotiated in New York by one H. J. Kim- 
ball, who fled with Bullock, and by Henry 
Clews & Co., the firm which now has 
the custody ot the Government funds in 
England. The second fraud was smaller 
in amount; bat it was managed in such a 
way that, according to one of the Commit- 
tees, the knowledge of the facts would 
bring tears'of envy to the eyes of Tweed.” 
The Cartersville & Van Wert Railroad 
was to be % miles long, and to 
have its bonds indorsed for $12,500 per 
mile, upon the State Engineer’s certificate 
of the completion and equipment of five- 
mile sections. This authorized the issue 
of $287,500 in bonds by the time the 
road was finished. Before 3 1 Miles 


were built, $300,000 ‘= vonds had been 
isaned, a-, and sold by the Secreta- 


rw of the road, Henry Clews. Then the 
name was changed to the Cherokee Raj!- 
road; 51-2 miles more were built; and 
#275,000 in bonds issued, indorsed, and 
sold by the President of the road, II. I. 
Kimbail. The sum authorized by law to 
be issued was (#12,500x9) #112,500. The 
sum really issued was 8375,00. The third 
swindie was a similar one. The Bain- 
bridge, Cuthbert & Columbus Railroad 
had precisely the same contract with the 
State as the Cherokee Railroad had. Be- 
fore a foot of the road was built, Bullock 
had indorsed #240,000 of bonds, and sold 
them through Kimball. The Secretary of 
the Company testified that #600,000 had 
been issued, but the Committee could find 
only $240,000. The fourth fraud was per- 
petrated under a law which authorized 
the Governor to issue gold-bonds for the 
purpose of paying the Legislature. The 
amount required was about $200,000. The 
amount issued was 8,000, 000, of which 
the incorruptible Clews negotiated $2,100,- 
000. There was some delay in having these 
bonds engraved, so that Bullock put forth, 
with no authority whatever to do so, 
$2,000,000 in “temporary currency bonds.” 
The name of the State Treasurer, Dr. 
Angier, was lithographed on these. He 
discovered and exposed the fraud. The 
Governor said that the issues were only 
temporary, and would be cancelled as 
soon as the gold-bonds were ready.

LAMON AND LIBCOLE. 

The recent biography of Mr. Lincoln, 
by Ward H. Lamon, bearing the imprint 
ef the well-known Boston publishing 
house of J. R. Osgood & Co., is once more 
engaging the attention of the critics, and 
with more acumen, perhaps, owing to the 
present political campaign, which, in its 
wide scope, touches many of the questions. 
which were of paramount interest in Mr. 
Lincoln's Administration. A writer in 
the New York Sun has made a very care- 


following cou.clusions, which involve some 
points not before made public: 1. That 
the work implies that Mr. Lincoln was of 
illegitimate birth. 2. That the biography is 
the work of three different writers. 3. That 
two of these writers take diametrically 
opposite views of Mr. Lincoln, as a politi- 
cian and statesman. In regard to the 
first point, it seems to us that the evi- 
dence in the book only involves a 
suspicion of illegitimacy; and by no 
means establishes the fact. The only 
testimony upon which the theory of ille- 
gitimacy can be set up is, that there is no 
record of the marriage of Thomas Lin- 
coln to Nancy Hanks, and that Mr. Lin- 
coln never alluded to his mother, but con- 
centrated all his affection upon his step- 
mother. The fact of the absence of the 
marriage-record, however, in those rude 
settlements on the Kentucky frontier, far 
removed from civilization, was undoubt- 
edly one of frequent eceurrence’; and 
the peculiar affection which he dis- 
played for his step-mother is un- 
donbtedly due to the fact that 
‘his education and moral training, and all 
the objective elements which helped to 
make his life such a grand suecess, were 
due solely te her. Whether the theory be 
true or not, however, matters little. The 
aceident of birth will never detract from 
his fame, either among his contemporaries 
or in history. The second point, that the 
credit of the work does not belong exclu- 
sively to Mr. Lamon, but must be divided 
with two others, is probably correct. 
These two are William H. Herndon, Esg., 
„t Springfield, II., the former law-part- 
ner of Mr. Lincoln, and Jere. Black, Jr., 
son of the Attorney General under Bu- 
chanan’s Administration. It is, in fact, 
extremely easy to indicate the parts 
which each has contributed to tle 
work. To Mr. Herndon belong most cf 
the notes, documents, letters, and memo- 
randa, and the narrative of his life up to 
the time of his nomination for the Presi- 
dency in Chicago. The Presidential cam- 
paign, from the day of nomination to Mr. 
Lincoln’s arrival in Washington, including 
the famous episode of the passage through 
Baltimore, are undoubtedly from Mr. La- 
mon's pen. Mr. Black has done a consid- 
erable share of the work of editing, and to 
him is due whatever literary merit the 
‘work possesses, as well as the estimates 


of Mr. Lineoln’s abilities as a 
politician and statesman, and the 
results which he accom plished. 


With regard to the last point, those parts 
ofthe work which exalt Mr, Lincoln’s 
character and talent evidently belong to 
Mr. Herndon, who was a warm admirer of 
Mr. Lincoln; and those parte which tend 
to decry Mr. Lincoln, and to make him a 
cunning polHician rather than a conscien- 
tious statesman, belong to Mr. Black, 
whose political afliliations could not be 
expected to produce any marked sympa- 
thy between him and Mr. Lincoln. For 
the sake of history it is to be regretted 
that the work was done in this patch- 
work manner. As we remarked in a 
former article upon this book, the real 
life of Abraham Lincoln has 
yet to be written after many years. 
The tripartite volume furnishes valuable 
memoranda and important records, and 
some scandalous matter which should 
not have been incorporated in it. When 
the great questions which oceupied Mr. 
Lincoln’s attention, and to the solution of 
which he gave his calm, clear judgment, 
have borne fruit, and when sufficient time 
has elapsed for the historian to regard 
Mr. Lincoln and these questions without 
partisan prejudices, then only will the real 
life appear. For that life, the present 
volume will furnish, perhaps, the most 
valuable material which will be used, 
together with much chaff which will be 
thrown away.

and the first day’s session of the important 
Congress of representatives from many na- 
tions, new holding in London, for the disous- 
sion of grave questions in Prison Discipline. 
This body is quietly, but slowly, attracting 
the attention of the London world, and to- 
night, Jaly 9, the Prince of Wales is to be 
present at a soiree to be given under ite aus- 
pices, at the Hall of the Middle Temple. Per- 
haps this is the one thing needful to give the 
Congress eclat in London, and henceforward 
the sessions may be as uncomfortably 
crowded as they have been hitherto only 
comfortably attended. With the stamp of 
Royalty affixed to their convocation, the 
Prison Reformers, may expect to become

MXR. SUMBNER’S LETTER. 

Charles Sumner has at last spoken, and 
in ne uncertain manner, as to his convic- 
tions of the merits of the pending political 
campaign ; and, true to his life-long po- 


‘sition with reference to the colored people, 


he has done them the honor of announcing 
his position to the country atlarge through 
2 letter expressly to them. The colored 
citizens of every part of the country, South 
as well as North, or, at least, those who 
have received any education, will recog- 
nize this compliment, and will weigh well 
the reasons which he gives for his support 
of Mr. Greeley, and the reasons which he 
gives to them why they should do like- 
wise. These reasons are overwhelmiugly 
convincing, and, on this account, deserve 
Omitting his 
analysis of the platforms of the Liberal 
and Grant parties, and the nepotism, gift- 
enterprises, and frauds, and the unwar- 
ranted usurpations of power which have 


- characterized the present Administration, 


we pass directly to those portions of ‘he 


letter which intimately concern the whole 


colored people, and in which he examines 
the question whether Mr. Grant or Mr. 
Greeley is most likely to preserve 
and maintain their rights. In 
the solution ot this ques- 
tion the colored people are profoundly 
and we therefore com- 
mend the portrait of the two candidates 
to their serious consideration. Mr. Sum- 
ner shows that Mr. Gréeley has always 
been a prominent. Reformer and Aboli- 
tionist, and that Grant enlisted as u pro- 
slavery Democrat, and, in voting for 
Buchanan, voted to sustain the Dred 


Scott decision and all the other iniquities 


of slavery; that Mr. Greeley, from his 
earliest life, was full of sympathy for tho 
‘colored race, and was always foremost in 


the battle for their rights, and that Grant 


never did anypwwg against siavery, ex- 
copt as a soldier summoned by the chance 
of war, out of which war grew the eman- 
cipation of the slaves, by the act of Abra- 
ham Lincoln; that Mr. Greeley al- 
ways desired that his colored 
fellow-citizens should vote, and that 
Grant was on the other side, 
until an overwhelming popalar 
opinion forced him to acquiesce; and, 
finally, that Mr. Greeley is a man of large 
heart, always ready to championa good 
causé, and never deterred therefrom by 
opposition or reproachof any description, 
while Grant’s whole career has plainly 
shown that he cares nothing for the feel- 
ings or the rights of the colored race. The 
proof of this is contained in the outrage 
he perpetrated upon the blacks of Hayti, 
while engaged in the experiment of self- 
government, the truth of which is suf 
ficiently attested by documentary evi- 
denees; in his opposition to the Civil 
Rights. bill, while that measure 
was pending; in his _ incapacity 
to protect the colored people 
of the South from repeated ontrages; and 
in his poliey, whieh Mr. Bout wel! recently 
announced in North Carolina, which ex- 
poses them to still farther outrages, by in- 
creasing the dissensions between whites 
and blacks. 

The colored men of this country have 
now to choose between a man who had 
been alife-long pro-slavery Democrat up 
to the time of his election, and who has 
never done anything for them, except by 
accident or compulsion, who comes to 
them backed by the power of the Mil- 
itary Ring, the Senatorial! Ring, and the 
Custom House Ring, and an army of 
minor office-holdera, and gives no definite 
promise for the future; anda man who 
has been all his life-time their friend and 
advécate through good and evil report, 
and for a full generation has never way- 
ered in the assertion of their rights.

There is a gain of one Representative in 


Congress, upon a delegation now com- 
posed of three Democrats and two Repub- 
Leans; and, upon the basis of the last 
election, six of the new districts are Dem- 
ocratic. The vote of the State, in recen 
years, has been:

In 1867, the registration was: whites, 
108,060; blaeka, 71,657. The registration 
now exceeds 200,000, and a vote of fully 
190,000 is expected. The new Legislature 
will elect a United States Senator, to take 
his seat the 4th of March, 1873, and Zebu- 
lon B. Vanee and John Pool (incumbent) 
are the recognized candidates. 

The election in Tennessee, to-day, is 
judicial and local, and the fact, even, 
has been almost lost sight of in the more 
inteuse interest of the Presidential canvass. 
The principal officer to be chosen is a Su- 
preme Judge, vice Nelson, resigned; and the 
candidates (self-announced) are: Judge 
Robert McFarland, of Morristown, now 
haldigg the place by appointment, and 
Colecel J. Burch Cooke, of Chattanooga. 
The counties elect Sheriffs, ete. In No- 
vember, Tennessee will elect Governor, 
Cangresswen, and Legislature, and the 
Federal oftice-holders do not show, as yet, 
any purpose to contest more than one or 
two of the Congressional Districts. 

In Kentucky, next Monday, there will 
be an election of Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, and of certain other judicial and 
leeal officers. The candidates for the 
Court of Appeals are Judge Pryor, John 
W. Menzies, and John A. Prall. In some 
of the districts the election will be used as 
a convenient time to nominate candidates 
for November, by primary ballot. 

The Territories of Montana, Idaho, 
and Utah hold elections on Monday, the 
5th, for Delegates in Congress and fer Leg- 
islatures, County officers, etc. In Mon- 
tava, William II. Claggett, Republican, is 
running for re-election. In Idaho, the 
candidates are John Hailey, Democrat, 
and J. W. Huston, Republican. In Utah, 
General George R. Maxwell, anti- Mormon, 
and George Q. Cannon, Mormon. 

Completing the list of August elec- 
tions, it should be noted that West Vir- 
ginia will vote, Thursday, Aug. 22, for or 
against a new Constitution, and for Gov- 
ernor, Legislature, etc., whose election 
will be void unless the Constitution is 
ratified. Congressmen will also be voted 
for, but the legality of the proceeding is 
questioned.

TRUE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

The Chicago Jimes, after chirrupping 
for Civil Service Reform in a lively man- 
ner, until we supposed it understood its 
subject, discovered, about the time Judge 
Davis failed of nomination at Cincinnati, 
that no Civil Service Reform was possi- 
ble; that each new, Administration, from 
Harrison to Grant, had gone into office 
under the same abuses of the Civil Ser- 
vice, had made the same promises to re- 
form them, and had ended in the same 
failure in this respect. It charges Senator 
Trumbull with coming forward with the 
“same old prescription,” save that now it 
is Elect Horace Greeley, whereas hereto- 
fore it was Elect somebody else. 

This asaumntion is 
Mr. Greeley will be the first President ever 
elected onthe square issue of Civil Ser- 
vice Reform, or with any reference to that 
question. In previous campaigns, some 
slight abuse may have been referred io; 
but Taylor, Pieree, and Buchanan were 
elected on the ground that the Union was 
to be saved by compromise with slavery, 
Lincoln on anti-slavery grounds, and 


Gr for his military success. Nor have 
like Wuses existed in previous Administra- 
tions as in Grapt's. Andrew Johnson first 


attempted systematically to use the Gov- 
ernment patronage as a corruption fand 
to bribe and bully Congressmen of his 
bun party into sustaining his measures. 
. had never been done by any previous 
President, unless we except the few re- 
movals of anti-Nebraska Democrats made 
here and there by Buehanan, and, even 
then, Buchanan claimed to be carrying 
out the platform ot his party, and not his 
mere personal behesta. 

From Washington to Jackson, the ap- 
pohitments under the Government were 
not even used as party patronage at all, 
and removals were never made, even by 
an incoming Administration, except 
for personal demerit. Only about 
fifty removals in all were made during this 
entire forty yeare. From Jackson down 
to Andrew Johnson, appointments were 
used as party patronage, but not as Presi- 
dential perquisites. Each party professed 
to distribute the patronage on party 
grounds, as u means to strengthen the as- 
cendency of their principles. The prac- 
tice. was bad; but the motive had at least 
the pretence of patriotism. __ 

Johnson and Grant have alike used the 
appointing power as freely against Re- 
publicans who differed with the President 
on questions disputed between him and 
Congress as they could possibly have 
used it against Democrats. Grant 
has used it to pack 
his relatives, staff officers, gift-makers, 
convivial companions, and military pets 
into office, without regard to party or to 
their fitness for their. positions, bat with 
exclusive reference to their relationship 
to himself. However unwise it may have 
been to give the spoils to a party, it was 
a far greater abuse to make them the per- 
sonal corruption fund of a President. The 
popular demand for Civil Service Reform, 
therefore, is evoked mainly by abuses 
which are peculiar to the last two 
terms, There is no serious difficalty 
in the way of Reform if we 
can elect an Administration and Congress 
who really desire Reform. The great 
point is to lessen the power of the Presi- 
dent and of Congressmen over appoint- 
ments. The sham of Grant's pretended 
Reform was, that he aimed, through it, to 
shut off the influence of Congressmen, in 
order to make his own power the greater. 
All the power he took from them accrued 
to himself, aud could be used to promote 
his own re-election and to reward his 
favorites, without regard to party or prin- 
ciple. It was denounced by his friends as 
a humbug, and such it was. ; 

The most radical prescription for the 
Reform of the Civil Service is found in 
Mr. Greeley’s letter to Carl Schutz, viz. : 
the ore-term principle. This should be, 
and, ii Mr. Greeley is elected, will be, a 
political maxim which no party will ven- 
ture to disregard. It is not necessary to 
adopt it as a constitutional amendment. 
There is nothing in the Constitution to 
prevent the election of the same President 
for ten successive terms; but it has be- 
come a political maxim, tacitly acquiesced 
in, that no person shall be elected 
more than twice.

gate the alleged fraudulent issues of State 
bonds. This Committee met in New York, 
March 27. The Times at once attacked 
them, declaring that they had come only 
to make political capital, and that they 
bad refused to examine Bullock, who was 
| Governor of Georgia when the bonds were 
issued, and who fied from the State before 
his term of office had expired. A eard 
was written to correet these statements. 
This the editor of the Times promised to 
publish the next day, but | did 
not do so, The facts revealed by 
the investigation are the conclusive 
answer to the charge that it was under- 
taken for political purposes. The Com- 
mittee’s readiness and anxiety to examine 
Bullock are also matter of proof. On the 
20th of March, when the runaway Gov- 
ernor was known to be at Buffalo, Govern- 
or Smith, of Georgia, made a requisition 
on Governor Hoffman for the person of 
the alleged culprit, The requigition was 
technically incorrect, and had te be re- 
turned to Georgia. When it again reached 
Albany, Hoffman granted it at once. By 
this time, however, Bullock had taken 
fright, and fled to Canada, where he hid 
himself for many weeks. Subsequently, 
the Committee advertised, in the World,

To this no 
response was ever made. 
that no effort was n ta gather all 
the feets of the case. This gives an ¢spe- 
cial valne to the report. 

The Legislature is now in session, and 
has received the result of the Committee's 
labors. The document specifies four main 
frauds. Three of them are based on a 
law designed to encourage railroad-brila- 
ing. It provides that the State shall 
indorse the bonds of each new 
road for a certain amount 
per mile. The indorsement xests 
on two conditions: It must not be given 
except on the certificate of the State En- 
gineer that a five or ten-mile section has 
been finished and equipped, and the com- 
pany must have actually invested the 
amount per mile for which the State in- 
dorses. These conditions guarantee the 
community from all losses, except by dis- 
honesty. The dishonesty of the Bullock 
Ring may be gauged by the losses it in- 
flicted on the people. First in order was 
the Brunswick & Albany Railroad job. 
This road was to be 243 miles long, and 
had a promised indorsement of $15,000 a 
mile, to be givenon the completion of ten- 
mile sections. The whole amount author- 
ized would, thesefore, be 25,645,000. Be- 
fore it was half finished, bonds to the 
amount & $5,000,000 had been issued by 
the Company, indorsed by Governor 
Bullock and the Secretary of State, and 
negotiated in New York by one H. I. Kim- 
ball, who fled with Bullock, and by Henry 
Clews & Co., the firm which now has 
the custody of the Government funds in 
England. The second fraud was smaller 
in amount; but it was managed in such a 
way that, according to one of the Couimit- 
tees, “the knowledge of the facts would 
bring tears'of envy to the eyes of Tweed.” 
The Cartersville & Van Wert Railroad 
was to be % miles long, and to 
have its bonds indorsed for $12,500 per 
mile, upon the State Engineer's certificate 
of the completion and equipment of five- 
mile sections. This authorized the issue 
of $257,500 in bonds by the time the 
road was finished. Before 31-¢ miles 


were built, $300,000 ‘= bonds had been 
iganed. ia, and sold by the Secreta- 


ry of the read, Henry Clews. Then the 
name was changed to the Cherokee Rai!- 
road; 51-2 miles more were built; and 
#275,000 in bonds issued, indorsed, and 
aold by the President of the road, II. I. 
Kimball. The sum authorized by law to 
be issued was (8125000 


swindie was a similar one. 
bridge, Cuthbert & Columbus Railroad 
had precisely the same contract with the 
State as the Cherokee Railroad had. Be- 
fore a foot of the road was built, Bullock 
had indorsed *240,000 of bonds, and sold 
them through Kimball. The Secretary of 
the Company testified that #600,000 had 
been issued, but the Committee could find 
only #240,000. The fourth fraud was per- 
petrated under a law which authorized 
the Governor to issue gold-bonds for the 
purpose of paying the Legislature. The 
amount required was about $200,000, The 
amount issued was #%,000,000, of which 
the incorruptible Clews negotiated 82,100, 
000. There was some delay in having these 
bonds engraved, so that Bullock put ferth, 
with no authority whatever to do so, 
2,000,000 in “temporary currency bonds.” 
The name of the State Treasurer, Dr. 
Angier, was lithographed on these. He 
discovered and exposed the fraud. The 
Governor said that the issues were only 
temporary, and would be cancelled as 
soon as the gold-bonds were ready. 


He afterward wrote to Senator Scott 
that they had all been cancelled. 
At the request of Henry Clews 


he swore to the truth of this statement. 
When Mr. Clews made the request, he, 
himself, held $800,000 in these bonds. Of 
all these “temporary” issues, there are 
now #1,300,000 extant, of which Henry 
Clews still holds $800,900. 

The Committee report that the Bullock 
Ring, with the aid of Kimball and Clews, 
have saddled the State with a debt of 
#6,000,000, for which nothing was got in 
return, and of nearly $6,000,000 more, 
which was wholly unnecessary. With the 
report there are submitted bills repudiat- 
ing the Brunswick & Albany bonds 
and gold-bonda, Cartersville & Van 
Wert bonds, ‘Bainbridge, Cuthbert & 
Columbus bonds, all the temporary cur- 
rency bonds, and also 100 gold-bonds 
held by Henry Clews & Co. 

There are four great facts, which should 
be remembered, set forth in the report: 
First. The Bullock Ring swindled Georgia 
out of nearly $12,000,000.

— 
LAMON AND LIBCOLE. 

The recent biography of Mr. Lincoln, 
by Ward H. Lamon, bearing the imprint 
et the well-known Boston publishing 
house of J. R. Osgood & Co., is once more 
engaging the attention of the critics, and 
with more acumen, perhaps, Owing to the 
present political campaign, which, in its 
wide scope, touches many of the questions 
which were of paramount interest in Mr. 
Lincoln’s Administration. A writer in 
the New York Sun has made a very care- 
ful analysis of the work, and reaches the 
following conelusions, which involve some 
points not before made public: 1. That 
the work implies that Mr. Lincoln was of 
illegitimate birth. 2. That the biography is 
the work of three different writers. 3. That 
two of these writers take diametrically 
opposite views of Mr. Lincoln, as a politi- 
cian and statesman. In regard to the 
Urst point, it seems to us that the evi- 


dence in the book only involves a 
suspicion of illegitimacy, and by no 
means establishes the fact. The only 


testimony upon which the theory of ille- 
gitimacy can be set up is, that there is no 
record of the marriage of Thomas Lin- 
coln to Nancy Hanks, and that Mr. Lin- 
coln never alluded to his mother, but con- 
centrated all his affection upon his step- 
mother. The fact of the absence of the 
marriage-record, however, in those rude 
settlements on the Kentucky frontier, far 
removed from civilization, was uadoubt- 
edly one of frequent occurrence“; and 
the peculiar affection which he dis- 
played for his step-mother is un- 
doubtedly due to the fact that 
his education and moral training, and all 
the objective elements which helped to 
make his life such a grand success, were 
due solely te her. Whether the theory be 
true or not, however, matters little. Tle 
‘aceident of birth will never detract from 
hia fame, either among his contemporaries 
or in history. The second point, that the 
credit of the work does not belong exclu- 
sively ir. Lamon, but must be divided 
with two others, is probably correct. 
These two are William H. Herndon, Esq., 
vt Springtield, II., the former law-part- 
ner of Mr. Lincoln, and Jere. Black, Jr., 
son of the Attorney General under Bu- 
chanan's Administration. It is, in fact, 
extremely easy to indicate the parts 
which each has contributed to the 
work. To Mr. Herndon belong most cf 
the notes, documents, letters, and memo- 
randa, and the narrative of his life up to 
the time of his nomination for the Presi- 
dency in Chicago. The Presidential can- 
paign, from the day of nomination to Mr. 
Lincoln's arrival in Washington, including 
the famous episode of the passage through 
Baltimore, are undoubtedly from Mr. La- 
mon's pen. Mr. Black has done a consid- 
erable share of the work of editing, and to 
him is due whatever literary merit the 
work possesses, as well as the estimates 
Mr. Lineoln’s abilities 


of as A 
politician and statesman, and the 
results which he accomplished. 


With regard to the last point, those parts 
of the work which exalt Mr. Lincoln's 
character and talent evidently belong to 
Mr. Herndon, who was a warm admirer of 
Mr. Lincoln; and those parts which tend 
to decry Mr. Lincoln, and tomake him a 
cunning politician rather than a conscien- 
tious stateaman, belong to Mr. Black, 
whose political afliliations could not be 
expected to produce any marked sympa- 
thy between him and Mr. Lincoln. For 
the sake of history it is to be regretted 
that the work was done in this patch- 
work manner.’ As we remarked in a 
tormer article upon this book, the real 
life of Abraham Lincoln uus 
yet to be written after many years. 
The tripartite volume furnishes valuable 
memoranda and important records, and 
some seandalous matter which should 
not have been incorporated in it. When 
the great questions which occupied Mr. 
Lincoln’s attention, and to the solution of 
which he gave his calm, clear judgment, 
have borne fruit, and when sufficient time 
has clapsed for the historian to regard 
Mr. Lincoln and these questions without 
partisan prejudices, then only will the real 
life appear. For that life, the present 
volume will furnish, perhaps, the most 
valuable material which will be used, 
together with much chaff which will be 
thrown away.

THE LONDON PRISON CONGRESS. 

In my last letter, I reported the opening. 
and the first day’s session of the important 
Congress of representatives from many ns- 
tions, now holding in London, for the disous- 
sion of grave questions in Prison Discipline. 
This body is quietly, but slowly, attracting 
the attention of the London world, and to- 
night, Jaly 9, the Prince of Wales is to be 
present at a soiree to be given under ite aus- 
pices, at the Hall of the Middle Temple. Per- 
haps this is the one thing needful to give the 
Congress eclat in London, and heneeforward 
the sessions may be as uncomfortably 
crowded as they have been hitherto only 
comfortably attended. With the stamp of 
Royalty affixed to their convocation, the

THE SECOND DAY'S SESSION. 

The chair was filed by Baron Holtzes- 
do F, —the most prominent, pernaps, of all the 
foreign Commissioners, The most interest- 
ing question before the Congress was this: 
“ Ought transportation to be admitted as a 
punishment, and, ifso, what should be ite 
nature” Walle there was no purpose to 
reach a positive decision on this subject, 
there was aclear development of judgment 
adverse to the policy of colonial transporta- 
tion. England herself condemned it, and 
only Russia and Germany afforded advocates 

Other important questions were cvnsider- 
ed, of which the followi=s ere the foremost 
in interest: “Cet the punishment of 
imprisonment (in genera) to be uniform in 
nature, and different only in duration? The 
Ruslan Bollohub, discussing this 
point, contended that prisons should be re- 
garded as hospitals for the care of moral dis- 
orders, and prisoners held for real restora- 
tion to moral health and to society. Much 
was said upon the frequent disproportionate 
punishment of eqaal crimes. 

Upon the question, Ought any kind of 
privation of liberty to be inflicted for the 
term of natural life?’ the Baren Holtzen- 
dorff insisted that, if imprisonment for life 
was substituted for capital punishment, the 
criminal ought to be solaced with hope that | 
hie good conduct might modify the rigor of 
the sentence. The Hon. Mr. Chandler, of 
Pennsylvania, claimed that this was practi- 
cally in foree in the United States, The 
tion, Walter Croften made much tke same 
claim for English practice. 

“ What is the best method of giving re- 
mission of sentences, and of regulating con- 
ditional discharges?” On this point Su W. 
Croften—whe,is the originater of the ad- 
mirable system in the Irish prisons—adve- 
cated iabor-penalties and invarieble regis- 
ration with discharge. Daring this discus- 
sion, Sir W. Croften’s system was highly ap.
